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North Flight To Provide County Ambulance Service 


By Irene Pettyjohn 

North Flight, Inc., of Traverse City, 
will begin providing ambulance serv- 
ice to Crawford County on May 1. An 
interim agreement between county 
commissioners and North Flight was 
reached at the board’s regular mecting 
on March 27. A five-year contract 
will be signed as soon as North Flight 
produces a final draft of the agree- 
ment. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
McLachlan said he was satisfied with 
North Flight’s service proposal and 
believes it will provide pre-hospital 
needs for county residents at an af- 
fordable cost to both residents and 
county government. 

The following are some of the pro- 
visions North Flight has agreed to in 
the draft proposal: 


-~North Flight will provide a basic 


life support system at start-up to be 
upgraded to a limited-advanced life 


support system utilizing North Flight’s 
paramedical staff at the carliest pos- 
sible date following state of Michigan 
licensing. 

—If financially and logistically 
feasible, an advanced life support 
system will be implemented within 
one year of start-up. A feasibility 
study is to be presented to the county 
in October, 1991. 

—North Flight will be hiring three 
Emergency Medical Technicians 
(EMT) specialists and will give con- 
sideration to current Crawford County 
Ambulance Corps employees. 

—A board of directors is to be es- 
tablished to formulate policy for am- 
bulance and Mobile Intensive Care 
Unit (MICU) services and will in- 
clude representation from North Flight, 
Grayling Mercy Hospital and the 
Grayling community. 

—North Flight will support the 
Crawford County Medical Control

Authority and provide quality assur- 
ance and continuing education for 
EMTs. 

~—North Flight will explore feasi- 
bility of an ambulance subscription 
program for county residents. 

—North Flight agreed to have one 
ambulancc available for primary serv- 
ice and coverage at all times. 

—Upon termination of ambulance 
services by North Flight, all leased 
vehicles shall be transferred to the 
county. ' 

Crawford County and Mercy Hos- 
pital obligations in the agreement 
include the following: 

—Crawford County and/or Mercy 
Hospital is to provide office space, 
living quarters, and garage facilities 
for the ambulance and MICU staff. 

~—-Grayling Mercy Hospital is to 
continue to provide on-line medical 
control for pre-hospital transfers.

North Flight ambulances fuel and 

vehicle insurance at government cost. 
—~The county is to continue to pro- 

vide ambulance dispatch services. 

—Crawford County will lease the 
existing ambulance toNorth Flight for 
$1 per year and in the second year of 
operation it is to purchase a new 
ambulance unit for North Flight and 
lease it for $1 per year for the life of the 
five-year contract. 

—Crawford County and Grayling 
Mercy Hospital will donate existing 
ambulance supplies and equipment, 
including two defibrillator units to 
North Flight. 

There are several options in North 
Flight’s draft proposal that still need 
to be negotiated between the county 
and the ambulance service. One ex- 
ample is the draft’s 120-day termina- 
tion clause which McLachlan re- 
quested be changed to one year. The 
draft also did not address anything 


about liability. 

Mercy Hospital vice president of 
patient care scrvices/opcrations, 
Noreen Davis, said she is concemed 
with the amount of contract detail yet 
to be worked out. She said during 
Wednesday's commissioners’ meet- 
ing North Flight representatives talked 
about a subsidiary corporation of Nonh 
Flight, Inc. that would be governed by 
a local board of directors, but she said 
no corporation has been formed at this 
time and only preliminary discussions 
held. She said the role of the board of 
directors is unclear as is the member- 
ship of that board and level of impact 
it will have on operational decisions, 

“Mercy Hospital’s main concern is 
that the residents of our community 
have an appropriate level of ambu- 
lance service available that includes 
pre-hospital and transfer services,” 
she said, “‘and that these services are 
cost effective.” 


Davis said the costs included in 
North Flight’s draft proposal involve 
incremental costs only and do not 
include total costs of operation. She 
said she was also concerned when 
McLachlan said the proposal was for 
emergency ambulance service only 
and did not include the North Flight’s 
Mobile Intensive Care Unit based at 
Mercy Hospital, 

The collection rate of hospital trans- 
fer bills is nearly 75 percent compared 
to North Flight’s projected revenue 
loss of $95,497 (37 percent of total 
revenues) from uncollectible emer- 
gency ambulance service billings. 
Davis said transfer revenues from the 
MICU could heip to offset losses from 
reduced Medicaid/Medicare reim- 
bursements and bad debts. 

Scott Bosch, president of North 
Flight said his company intends to 
bring the two ambulance services

County Helps Hanson Hills 
Go After $366,300 Grant 


Crawford County Commissioners 
agreed to apply for $366,300 in DNR 
Quality of Life bonds for the Grayling 
Recreation Authority (GRA) at their 
Wednesday, March 27, board meet- 
ing. If the GRA grant is approved, the 
monies will be used to expand recrca- 
tional opportunity at Hanson Hills. 

Dan Wyers, recreation director, told 
commissioners about a recent mcet- 
ing with Representative Ralph Ost- 
ling and DNR Rodney Stokes where 
he learned that grants submitted by the 
GRA would never be approved be- 
cause it was considered a temporary 
entity. 

Wyers said sponsorship by the 
county will change the structure of 
GRA enough to bring it into compli- 
ance with DNR regulations, making it 


‘eligible for Quality of Life funds. 


Last year the DNR denied GRA’s 
grant application for $297,150. 
“Now that we have met all the DNR 


requirements and considering 
Crawford County’s population has 
grown the largest in the state of Michi- 
gan by percentage from 1980 to 1990, 
I think the DNR will look favorably on 
ourapplication this year,” said Wyers. 

Ifapproved, the grant dollars willbe 
used to construct barrier-free door- 
ways and rest room renovations, an 
outdoor skating rink, five shuffleboard 
courts, two tennis courts/basketball 
court, one soccer field, two multi-pur- 
pose bascball/softball diamonds, and 
additional rest rooms in the cross- 
country ski lodge. It will also be used 
to purchase snowmaking equipment 
and a new snow groomer. 

The DNR also said GRA’s five- 
year lease with the Department of 
Military Affairs (DMA) is too short. 
For this reason, Wyers said the DMA 
has agrecd to a 16-year lease which 
was signed by all parties late last week, 
contingent on approval of at least a 


$200,000 grant. 

Wyers said this is the last year 
Quality of Life bonds will be avail- 
able. 

Commissioner Robert Smock said 
the parks and recreation meeting to 
discuss bringing all county recreation 
activitics under one authority was 
poorly attended. Smock and Wyers 
will be attending the various township 
meetings to encourage more commu- 
nity involvement in examining the 
benefits of a county-wide recreation 
authority. 

Wyers said these benefits would in- 
clude avoiding duplicity of construc- 
tion projects and activities and allow 
coordination of grant applications.

In other business, Commissioners 
voted to transfer all non-restricted mo- 
nies budgeted for Sheriff Dept. train- 
ing to the department’s overtime

Laws Give Rights To Victims Of Domestic Violence

“You have the right to remain silent 
W 


These are the words that most often 
come to mind when a person is asked 
if they are aware of their rights if they 
are even involved in acrime. Most 
people associate rights with the person 
being arrested; not many are aware 
that if they are the victim of a crime 
they also have rights. 

The week of April 21st through 27th 
is designated as National Victims’ 
Rights Weck as well as National 
Volunteer Recognition Week, At 
River House Shelter, volunteers assist 
the staffevery day in providing services 
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for victims of domestic violence. 
Domestic violence includes crimes of 
assault, battery, homicide, weaponuse, 
kidnapping, uniawful imprisonment, 
trespassing, rape and others, While 
domestic violence is all to frequently 
viewed as “private violence” by the 
general public, law enforcement, and 
the legal system, itisacriminal offense. 
Domestic violence victims are victims 
of crime and as such, they are entitled 
to specific rights under Michigan law 
as well as under the Crime Victims’ 
Rights Act of 1985. 

If you are the victim of a domestic 
assault, you should be aware of the 
specific laws regarding domestic 
violence and exercise , our victims’ 
rights under these laws by contacting 
your local police department 
immediately. 


ARRESTS WITHOUT 
WARRANTS 

In the State of Michigan, an officer 
responding to a domestic call may 
arrest the assailant under the authority 
of two statutes, MCL 764.15a0r MCL 
764.15b. 

Statute MCL 764.15a (Arrest of 
spouse or former spouse without 
warrant ) states that “A peace officer 
who has reasonable cause to believe 
that a violation of section 81 or 8ia of 
Act No, 328 of the Public Acts of 
1931, as amended, being sections 
750.81 and 750.81a of the Michigan 
Compiled Laws, has taken place or is 
taking place and that the person who 


committed or is committing the 
violation is a spouse, former spouse, 
or a person residing or having resided 
in the same household as the victim, 
may arrest the violator without a 
warrant for that violation, irrespective 
of whether the violation wascommitted 
in the presence of the peace officer. 
(Amended by L.1980, Act 471, eff. 3/ 
30/81).” 

The following is the test of the above 
referenced: 

750.81, Assault and assault and 
battery — Any person who shall be 
convicted of an assault or an assault 
and battery where no other punishment 
is prescribed shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 

750.81a Assault and infliction of 
serious injury. 

Sec. 81a. Any person who shall 
assault another without any weapon 
and inflict serious or aggravated injury 
upon the person of another without 
intending to commit the crime of 
murder, and without intending to inflict 
great bodily harm less than the crime 
of murder shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, punishable by 
imprisonment in the county jail or the 
state prison for a period of not more 
than onc year, or a fine of $500.00 or 
both. 


ALL ASSAULTS 
ARE CRIMES 
Note that neither section makes a 
distinction between a domestic assault 
and an assault by any other person. 
Any assault is a crime and must be 
treated as such under the law. 


The second statute, MCL 764.15b, 
(Arrest without a warrant by peace 
officer) states that “A peace officer, 
without a warrant, may arrest and take 
into custody a person when the peace 
officer has reasonable cause to believe 
that all of the following exist... .” 

This statute then continues with a 
list of different types of injunctions 
that may be in place. An injunction is 
a court order which may specifically 
restrain a person from entering the 
premises, assaulting, beating, 
molesting, or wounding a named 
person, or from removing minor 
children from the person having legal 
custody of the children. An injunction 
should state on its face the particular 
period of time for which the order is 
valid. 


Under both MCL 764.15 aand MCL 
764,15b, the key is that the officer 
“May Arrest on probable cause.” This 
means that the officer may arrest 
whether or not he/she actually 
witnessed the assault or whether or not 
he/she has actually seen a copy of a 
court injunction. However, if an 
injunction has been filed through a 
prosecuting attorney, it should be in 
the L.E.I.N. (Law Enforcement 
Information Network), which is 
gencrally accessible to the responding 
officer. 

If you call for police assistance and 
an arrest is made, you also need to 
know that on March 28, 1991, 1990 
PA 308 becomes effective. This new 
law “Precludes interim bond for a 
person arrested for domestic violence, 


unlessa magistrate will not beavailable 
for arraignment within 24 hours of 
arrest. If a magistrate will not be 
available, the arrested person must be 
held for 20 hours before being eligible 
for release.” 

VICTIMS’ RIGHTS 

The Crime Victims’ Rights Act 
provides various rights for victims, 
families of victims, and surviving 
relatives of victims of any crime. Since 
Our mission at River House Shelter is 
to provide crisis intervention services 
for domestic violence victims, the 
focus in this secuion will be on victims’ 
rights as they pertain to domestic 
violence victims. 

If you call for police assistance ina 
domestic assault, The Crime Victims’ 
Rights Act, or Public Act 222, 1985, 
provides you with additional rights, 
Public Act 222, 1985 states that “Peace 
Officers, after intervening in a 
domestic dispute, as described inMCL 
764.15a or 764.15b, are required by 
law to give the victim the following 
notice:” 


*The statewide toll-free domestic 
violence hotline number (1 -800-333- 
SAFE). 

*The local battcred women’s shclier 
(River House, 517/348-8972) and 
other local resources. 

* Your rights ac? victim of domestic 
violence, which are. 

The right to ask the county 
prosecuting attorney to file a criminal 
complaint. 

The right to go to court and file a 
petition requesting an injunctive order 
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from domestic abuse which may 
include the following: 

a. An order restraining or 
enjoining the abuser from entering 
onto premises. 

b. An order restraining or 
enjoining the abuser from assaulting, 
beating, molesting, or wounding you. 

c. An order restraining or 
enjoining the abuser from removing 
minor children from you, except as 
otherwise authorized by a custody or 
visitation order issued by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, 

This information is available on a 
form which should be given to you by 
the law enforcement officer who 
responds to your call. 

Additional rights you may beentitled 
toasa victim include rights concerning 
immediate needs, victim 
compensation, rights during 
prosecution, and post-sentencing 
rights. 

If you are a victim of any crime, 
including domestic violence, or a

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1991 Forest Fire Season Begins 


The arrival of April signals the start

South Branch Accident 
Injures Three Persons 


An accident at the corner of Leline 
and Pioneer roads in South Branch 
Township sent three persons to the 
hospital on Saturday, March 30. 

The accident occurred at 5:44 p.m. 
when a vehicle driven by Michael 
Scribner, 18, of Mason, traveling 
southbound on Leline, went through 
the intersection of Pioneer Road and 
struck a vehicle driven by Owen 
Danner, 50, of Roscommon, Linda 
Danner, 45, was a passenger in her 
husband's vehicle. According to 
Sheriff deputies, a temporary stop sign 
at the intersection was knocked to the 
ground before the accident leading 
Scribner to belicve he did not have to 
stop. 

After the impact, the Danner ve- 
hicte went into the west ditch of Leline 
Road, where it tumed onto its side on 


top of Mrs. Danner, who had been 
partially thrown from the vehicle. She 
suffered scrious injuries and was trans- 
ported by helicopter by North Flight 
ambulance service from Mercy Hos- 
pital to Munson Medical Center in 
Traverse City. As of Monday after- 
noon, Mrs. Danner was still in the 
intensive care unit at Munson, but her 
condition had been upgraded from 
critical to fair. The other injured per- 
sons were treated at Mercy Hospital 
and released. 

Scribner was wearing his seat belt 
when the accident occurred, which 
Sheriff deputies belicve reduced the 
seriousness of his injuries, Neither of 
the Danners were wearing their seat 
belts. 

Alcohol was not a factor in the acci- 
dent. 


Fire Destroys Car 
Damages Garage 


Fire destroyed a station wagon be- 
longing to Mike and Janet Gorman as 
it sat in their garage at 1057 Old Dam 
Road. 

The fire broke out at about 1:20 p.m.

Black Bear Visits 
Lovells Residence 


A Lovells woman was surprised 
during Wednesday night’s storm when 
a black bear wandered into her yard 
apparently looking for shelter. Her 
uninvited guest stayed for about five 
hours. 

Conservation officer Bruce Patrick 
said it is not unusual for bear to show- 
up near homes at this time of year.

bear are wild animals and should be 
treated as such, they are usually not 
dangerous unless provoked.

Are You Eligible For SSI? 


In some way, at some point in life, 
everybody needs help. For more than 
four milion people, that help comes in 
the form of monthly Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) benefits, If you 
have limited income and resources, 
and are age 65 or older, or blind, or 
have a disability, or if you know 
someone who is, SSJ can help. 

SSI is a Federal program, 
administered by the Social Security 
Administration. It pays monthly 
checks to people with low income and 
only a few assets, who are aged, blind, 
or disabled, including children. For 
children under 18, the parent’s income 
and resources are considered. 

The amount of SSI payment varies 
depending on a person’s living 
arrangement, and any other countable 
income he or she has. 

People can still havesome resources, 
or asscts, and still qualify for SSI. For 
example, they can owntheirown home; 
a car; personal and household good; 
and life insurance or burial funds, In 
addition an individual may have up to 
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$2000 in liquid, or negotiable assets, _ 
A married couple may have up to 
$3000 in liquid assets. 

In Michigan, people who receive 


’ SSI payments also qualify for Medicaid 


to help with medical expenses. 


The rules about SSI’s income and 
resource limits are very complex. So 
it’simportant that anyone who believes 
he orshe may be eligible, or has achild 
who may be eligible, contact Social 
Security right away to discuss applying 
for benefits, Payments cannot be made 
for any time before an application is 
filed,
